An important list of nominations was 
sent to the Senate yesterday,comprising 
several missions which have been long 
vacant. It is the ugiversally expressed 
opinion that the President is not 


os strengthening himself hy the appoint- 


ments he is making. The weakest 
part of his policy is said to be that he 
continues to make appointments by 
the same old obnoxious rule which at 
one time made Grant so unpopular. 
The majority nominated this afternoon 
Mr. Taft, nominated as 
Minister to Vienna, i¢ a broken-down 
old man. The Vienna Court is one of 
the most rigid of all European mis- 
sions, so far.as etiquette is concerned. 
There is no other place where the 
presence of an adroit, polished man, 
fully abreast with modern thought, is 
s0 necessary to produce a good impres- 
sion. Mr. Taft is uncouth in manners, 
and frigbtfully absent-minded and for. 
getful. Wm.L. Day of New Jersey, 
appointed Minister to the Netherlands, 
is simply an old friend of Secretary 
Frelinghuysen. Nicholas Fish, ap- 
pvinted Minister to Belgium, is a son 
of Hamilton Fish, and represents the 
old Grant regime. James M. Francis, 
nominated Charge d’Affairs to Portu- 
gal, wes formerly Minister to Greece. 
He has grown fat and rusty in the work 
of editing a small provincial party or- 
gan, and represents nothing but 
his small paper. Wickersham of 
Pennsylvania, nominated to Denmark, 
is an appointment of Don Cameron. 
Adam Badeau, traasferred from Lon- 
don to Havana,is one of the worst 
snobs in the entire Consular service, 
and has done more to make the Ameri- 
can republic conspicuously rediculous 
in the eyes of foreign nations than 
perhaps any other member in this ser- 
vice. Even Stalwarts chafe against 
the President’s. course, and wonder 
why he keeps himself within such 
narrow limits in making appointments.

EASTERN. 
New York Sugar Merchants in a Flutter. 
New York, April 21. 

The sugar interests of the city are 
excited, which the .3un explains by the 
following details: The latest Pacific 
Mail steamship arriving in this port 
brought a small quantity of Hawaiian 
sugar, the first of this particular class 
of nominally raw material to reach 
this market. There can be no ques- 
tion of admitting this lot of sugar 
free of duty, for it has been so ad- 
mitted in San Francisco; but its com- 
ing, nevertheless, awakens a very 
lively interest among sugar men, not 
simply because of curiosity about its 
grade—which is expected to be illus- 
trative of the character of a vastly 
greater quantity now afloat and bound 
here direct from the Sandwich Islands 
—but for the reason that it is regarded 
as the first showing cof the cloud 
which, if the present reciprocal] treaty 
with those islands is maintained, must 
quickly overshadow and have a must 
pernicious influence upon all other 
sugar interests in this country than 
those of one ring of California specu- 
lators, known as “ the Claus Spreckels 
combination.” The Sun then gives 
the history of fhe treaty and a narra- 
tive of how it has operated since, and 
ends with interviews with several New 
York sugar refiners. The gist of the 
latter is as subjoined: Spreckels has 
driven Eastern refiners out of Denver 
and many other places on this side of 
the Rocky Mountains with his duty- 
free so-called Sandwich Islands sugar. 
He has made enormous profits by 
several advantages he enjoys in his 
monopoly, for he has not cheapened 
his refined products any’ more than a 
mere fraction of a cent below New 
York prices and freight, which was 
necessary to hold the market when 
granulated sugar was worth 10 cents, 
making 244 cents per pound differ- 
ence against home buyers, and a Den- 
ver man buying at that could lay sugar 
down in his own store at just ofa 
cent per pound less than Eastern buy- 
ers could deliver it to him. One 

ealer remarked: “I don’t suppose 
there’s a man in the street who 
wouldn’t do the same thing if he had 
the chance. People don’t care about 
Spreckels. The fault is with the 
treaty, and that must be abrogated, or 
it will play the deuce with us.” 


The Crew of the Rodgers Safe and Well. 
New York, April 21. 

Information from Siberia is re- 
ceived here that the steamer Rodgers 
was burned on the Ist of January of 
this year; that Lieutenant Berry and 
the crew are at TupKRan, where they 
get food enough from the Chuckches. 
Mr. Denarawa of, Kolmsk had sent to- 
bacco and tea to them for bartering 


purposes; they needed. nothing else. 
Three month’s provisions were saved 
from the ship. Tupkan is near Cape 
Serdze. Further details say that en- 
deavors to save the ship were made in 
vain. She lay within a short distance 
of the shore, Lut the young ice could 
not bear the weight of the men, and a 
line from.the ship to the shore was 
fixed with.much difficulty. By this 
line and the boats the crew were all 
safely landed. ~The entire ship’s com- 
pany are in good health and spirits. 
There is no dauger of their starving. 
Governor Tcheraaieff has given orders 
to the Chuckche chiefs.to do all in 
their power to assist the shipwrecked 
crew. The latest news from Verkhoy- 
anks is that they are anxiousthere 
about the Isprovnik, who 
with Melville, and who they think 
ought to have returned in Februa 
(old style). Ife has not yet returned. 
Terrible burricanes, with snow have 
prevailed of late in the Verkhoyanks 
district, and they are afraid the Is- 
provnik has perished, and eventually 
the whole party, as the Isprovnik had 
orders to accompany Melville until 
such time as the latter might choose 
to send him back. 


Attempt te Rob an Express Train—One

Kansas Crry, April 21. 

Passengers from the west report that 
the east-bound passenger train on the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe was 
ditched last Sunday night near Rin- 
con, N. M., and five heavily armed 
men attempted to rob the express, but 
got into a baggage car instead. Be- 
fore they could rectify the mistake the 
train men and passengers appeared in 
such numbers that the robbers fled. A 
fireman was killed by the accident. 
The engineer and Wells, Farge & 
Co.’s messenger were badly wounded. 
The express is suppesed to have had 
$200,000 in silver from the Arizona 
mines, bound for New York. It is 
thought the would-be robbers were 
informed of the fact by telegraph » 
Rincon, and that they telong to a 
band of desperadoes who have been 
committing all kinds of depredations 
in’ New Mexico and Arizona for 
months past.

WASHINGTON, April 21. 

Senate Republicans this morning 
had a caucus on filling vacaacies, called 
by Teller’s resignation.

Bloody Murder in Boston. 
Boston, April 21.
